Actually, it's a space- 
age hot house. 


The 105-foot-high globe—a web of steel ribs 


covered with sheets of semi-transparent plastic- 
houses a variety of tropical and semi-tropical 
plants and birds. There is even a waterfall run- 
ning gently beside one of the walkways which 
winds through the jungle-like setting. 


Designed by Dr. Tensei Kondo of the Tokyo Uni- 


versity of Agriculture, the globe hot house was 
built recently in the center of a 260-foot-wide 
pond at (to, a hot springs resort on the Izu pen- 


insula about 80 miles south of Tokyo. 


Under the pond a tunnel with glass ceilings 


allows visitors to observe fish and other marine 
life as they pass to and from the hot house.

As every angler knows, there is not a 


great deal of similarity between casting 
for bass from a boat and dunking for pike 
through a hole in the ice. 


The former is an active, mobile sport, 


•while the latter is largely a matter of sit- 
ting and waiting. But for the tourist or 
anyone fishing strange waters, they have 
one thing in c o m m o n : The successful 
angler is one who talks. 


The purpose of the talk should be to find 


out what bait or lures are currently effect- 
ive and how they should be used (deep, 
shallow, fast. etc.). Where to fish is also 
important, but many consider this classi- 
fied information. 


Favorite spots are r a r e l y revealed to 


summer anglers but, since they can cover 
a great deal of water, it is not essential to 
their success. Location, however, is vital 
to the ice fisherman. Fortunately, there is 
usually visual evidence that indicates where 
others have fished. This is not always reli- 
able—there is a chance the original hole 
driller knew less than you do—but it is 
better than nothing. 


Live bait, such as minnows, is best for 


ice fishing. If it is not available, then arti- 
ficial lures can be employed. To be effect- 
ive, they must be worked, and one can use 
a small jigging rod for this. There are 
special ice lures, but any fine spinning lure, 
such as an ABU-Reflex, can be used to good 
advantage. 


Depth of water and depth at which to 


fish lures are key factors, in winter as well 
as summer. A general rule for ice fisher- 
men is that as the season progresses, fish 
are forced deeper in quest of oxygen. Lpca 
conditions may alter this, and this brings 
us back to the original point—talk to those 
who should know, tackle store proprietors, 
boat landing operators, other anglers. Find 
out what's biting what and where. If it's 
fish you're after, it will be worth your 
while.
